With 60 Cups of coffee to 
A Pound, Some Restaurants 
Make Money, Others Cannot

New York, Nov. 17.—(AP)—Can a man get rich selling- a cup of 


coffee for a nickle ? 


That argument right now is steaming up hotter than a cup of 


Java in January. 


Restaurant men, coffee dealers and customers don't need a cup of 


coffee to keep them awake while they debate the cost of serving it. 


Continued increases in the price 


of coffee beans are causing the 
pinch on the nickel cup. 


What started the whole thing 


originally was not enough rain in 
Brazil, which supplies us with 5S 
per cent of our coffee. The drouth 
other production troubles in south 
and central America and increased 
consumption boosted demand. 


Tug of War 


This kind of tug of war between 


supply and demand resulted in one 
thing—a price increase all along 
the line for coffee. 


But there are some staunch cof- 


fee servers in New York and else- 
where who figure they can make 
money at a nickel a cup despite 
the rise in the cost of coffee beans 


First off they get 60 cups to the 


pound of^ge&ee.cfisjjngr an^average 
of 60 cents. 


Sixty cups at 60 cents is one cent 


3 cup for the coffee itself. Add to 
that one-quarter to one-half cent 
a cup for sugar and less than 1 
cent a cup for cream—or cream 
mixed with milk. That brings the 
total to 2Vi cents a cup. 


It's the Overhead 


Then there is restaurant over- 


head to be added. That's the most 
fertile area for arguments.

Morrison pending action by the 
grand jury, which will either 
charge him with the $28.50 bur- 
glary Oct. 8 of the Knights of 
Columbus clubhouse or vote a "no 
bill," saying the evidence presen- 
ted against him is not sufficient to 
justify the charge of burglary.

adequate radar warning system 
and bomb-proof shelters. That 
would help keep down casualties. 


To minimize destruction, the 


report suggests dispersing gov- 
ernment buildings with the city 
and its outskirts. It advises sprea- 
ding departments 
at least two 


miles apart. 


Old Type Bombs 


These estimates are based on the 


assumption 
that 
the 
old-type 


bomb, similar to those dropped on 
Japan during the war, would be 
used. 
Newer, 
more 
powerful 


bombs now available presumably 
would cause far more damage. 


The AEC staff assumes any en- 


emy would explode its bomb in 
the same way that American fly- 
ers used in the attack on Nagasa- 
ki and Hiroshima. That is, to set 
the burst for 1,800 to 1,970 feet 
above ground. 


Such an explosion, the report 


says, "would devastate a larger 
area on the surface" than one ex- 
ploded on the ground. 


The report goes on to say that 


the concussion would crush or 
damage ordinary brick buildings 
up to 7,500 feet distant from the 
point of explosion. Heavy damage 
would be caused to multi-storied, 
steel reinforced buildings within a 
2,500 radius.

This calls for naming 
a fact-finding board to hold hear-i 
ings and report the issues in dis- 
pute, after which a strike-banning- 
court injunction could be sought. 


Mr. Truman may make his de- 


cision known at a late afternoon 
news conference (3 p. m. CST). 
Officials indicated that he may 
propose the special fact finding 
board first, and if Lewis rejects 
that idea, invoke the Taft-Hartley 
emergency provisions by Monday. 


(The New York Times said to- 


day in a Washington dispatch that 
the White House staff, prepared 
for presidential action, has tenta- 
tively selected three men to serve 
on a board of Inquiry. The Times 
story, based on authoritative in- 
formation, said all three men are 
experts in arbitration and indus- 
trial relations.

Unions, Steel Made Good Compromise 


The signing of a pension and social insurance agreement 


by the CIO and the United States Steel Corporation broke 
the backbone of the nationwide steel strike after 42 days. 


The U. S. Steel settlement, which follows the pattern 


established in the CIO pact with the Bethlehem Steel Corpo- 
ration provides that eligible workers shall receive pensions of 
SI 00 a "month including social security benefits. 


It provides further that an insurance program shall be 


set up embracing sickness, death, accident and hospitalization 
benefits. This plan is to cost five cents an hour for each 
worker, with the employe contributing half the charge and 
the company the remainder. 


This pension-insurance formula is now virtually stand- 


ard for the whole steel industry. In it there is an element of 
compromise, but essentially the outcome will be viewed as 
a victory for the union. 


The steel fact-finders recommended a 10-cents-an-hour 


package, six for pensions and four for insurance. The com- 
panies" were to foot the whole bill. 


The union accepted this pattern immediately, but the 


rompames stood fast for some arrangement that would call 
for worker contributions to both pensions and insurance. 
The union, in turn, refused to budge. 


As a strike approached. U. S. Steel offered to pay the 


recommended 10 cents provided the workers would make a 
small additional contribution. This they declined to do and 
the walkout ensued. 


In the final solution, the union did consent to make the 


workers bear half the cost of the insurance benefits—or two 
and a half cents per hour. To this extent, the steel com- 
panies won a triumph for their principle that the cost of 
benefits should be shared by management and labor. 


But industry agreed to pay the full cost of the pension 


plan—a plan almost certainly more expensive than that rec- 
ommended by the fact-finders. 


The experts are hesitant at this time to guess what that 


cost will be. When the Bethlehem agreement was an 
nounced, estimates were that the pension feature would cosl 
the company from 10 to 12'._. cents an hour. But it is real 
ized that the figures will not really be known until detail: 
are worked out. 


Furthermore, the cost will naturally vary from firm to 


firm, depending upon age provisions, the number of eligible 
workers in a company, the existence or l£ck of a previous 
pension program, the number of disabled employes on the 
payroll. 


If the pension costs should prove to be as high as 12 
1i> 


cents an hour per worker, that would make the company 
contribution 15 cents (the other two and a half cents being 
its share of the insurance). The workers would add an- 
other two and a half cents for a total of 171 (. cents. 


The comments of steel executives themselves make it 


plain the company load is not likely to fall much below these 
top estimates and may actually be heavier. 


The companies would argue, however, that this result is 


more than just a yielding to union demands. They would 
insist that it is a recognition that the smaller pension figure 
recommended by the fact-finders would not really support 
the $100 a month allowance the union seeks. 


So in the end an attitude of realism and fairness and a 


spirit of reasonable compromise seem to have governed both 
fcides. Though this atmosphere did not mark the earlier 
negotiations, the union and the industry did soften their 
views enough to reach an accord without government inter- 
vention. And the result was obtained on a company-by-com- 
}>aiiy basis that could well serve as a pattern for the future.

Jail Not Secure 


An inspector from the Federal 


Bureau of Prisons filed a report 
on the Lee county jail in January, 
1946, and said: 


"I do not consider this jail se- 


cure for the custody of prisoners." 


Without exception, however, the 


grand juries called the jail "clean." 
An inspection today of the jail by 
The Telegraph 
verified the re- 


marks of the grand juries. 


An even worse situation is the 


fact that when women are in jail, 
there's no way to segregate the 
teen-aged offenders from the more 
case-hardened pnsoners. 


When no women are being held, 


young boys stay on the women's 
side, separated from the male side 
by a thick concrete wall. When 
women do come in, the boys share 
the top of the cell-block with pen- 
itentiary veterans. 


Less than a month ago, a seven- 


teen-year-old boy facing an auto 
larceny indictment was thrown in 
with a 40year-old man who had 
served time for violating his pa- 
role, for carrying a gun, for sec- 
ond degree assault, and for break- 
ing and entenng. 


The April, 1947, grand jury said: 
"We recommend that facilities 


be made for juveniles separate 
from both female and adult pns- 
oners with shower and toilet use." 


The grand jury of January. 1949: 


Addition Recommended 


"We recommend the board of 


supervisors to redecorate the jail 
and if possible build a third addi- 
tion to the jail to accomodate 
younger teen-aged first offenders. 
We found the Jail sanitary and 
clean."

Get 60 Cups 
To a Pound 


(Continued from Page 1) 


of eateries, catering to people who 
eat in a hurry, charges 5 cents for 
coffee. 
They get 53 cups to the 


pound, and they have no intention 
of raising the price to boost their 
gross sales of $2.65 from a pound 
of coffee. 


Their reasoning is that coffee 


has gone up at wholesale some- 
thing like 20 cents a pound with 
another 10 cent boost in the cards. 
Maybe more later. That figures 
out at an added cost of 2/5ths to 
3/5ths of a cent a cup. It shaves 
the profits pretty slim, but they 
still aren't raising prices. 


40 Cups Per Pound 


On the other hand, a great num- 


ber of restaurants get 40 cups to 
the pound and are paying up to 
75 cents a pound for coffee. For- 
ty cups is about what the average 
housewife gets from her coffee 
The cost, consequently, is nearly 


cents a cup. 
•* 


A typical drug store-restaurant 


pays around 49 cents a quart tor 
light cream. At 32 ounce* to the 
quart and one ounce per cup, that 
is about 14 cents a cup for cream. 


Sugar is harder to figure. One 


restaurant estimates sugar at not 
more than ^2 cent a customer. 
From that you can deduct a sav- 
ing for overweight customers who 
shun sugar. 


That amounts to a cost of 4 


cents a cup. 


With quality like that, and witn 


overhead being what it is, the 
charge for such a cup is 10 to 15 
cents. The big boost m the cost 
ot roasted coffee takes only a 
small -slice out of profits. 


The coffee trade 
associations 


whose job it is to increase coffee 
drinking, fra*nkly fear a shift ot 
the American taste to tea. Their 
fears are a joy to the heart of the 
tea association boys who are beat- 
ing the drums loudly m favor of 
their own beverage.

Biggest Air 


| Rescue Hunt 
Is Underway 


Hamilton, Bermuda. Nov. 17— 


(APj—The biggest peacetime air 
rescue search in history was under- 
way today for a lost B-29 bomber 
which ran out of fuel and crash- 
landed in the sea somewhere near 
Bermuda yesterday. Twenty U. S. 
airmen were aboard. 


Nearly 100 air force, navy and 


coast guard planes from bases all 
along the Atlantic seaboard criss- 
crossed above Bermuda's surround- 
ing waters hoping for a sight of 
the stricken bomber or bobbing: 
liferafts. 


The last word from the super- 


fortress, whose navigation instru- 
ments failed on a flight to Eng- 
land, was a radio message: Going 
to ditch in five minutes. 


After that message yesterday 


morning a U. S. coast guard vessel 
heard weak SOS signals—spurring 
hopes that the crewmen had taken 
to rubber life rafts equipped with 
automatic wireless distress sig- 
nalers. 


The plane, part of a B-29 group 


enroute to England from March 
Air Base, California, lost its .way 
when its radio navigation equip- 
ment failed and it encountered bad 
weather. U. S. officials at Kindley 
air base here tonight thought it 
probably went down 150 miles 
southwest or northeast of Ber- 
muda. 


The U. S. air force, navy and 


coast guard, and the royal navy 
all joined in the search. Planes 
from nine American bases. A B-29 
group returning from England, and 
another enroute there from Cali- 
fornia, also were drafted into the 
search. The missing bomber was 
from the second squadron of the 
22nd bombardment group.

Shah Makes a 
Bid for More 
American Aid 


Washington, Nov. 17—(AP)— A 


frank bid for increased American 
aid launched the youthful Shah of 
Iran on his month-long goodwill 
tour of the United States today. 


The uatK-haired young monarch 


addressed himself directly to Presi- 
dent Truman last night at a state 
dinner which followed by a few 
hours his arrival from Tehran in 
Mr. Truman's plane. The Inde- 
pendence. 


Iran, he said, needs American 


friendship, and hopes for "ever 
closer cooperation and intensified 
help in the future." 


The Shah—his imperial majesty 


Mohammed Reza Shah Pahlevi— 
made his remarks m response to 
words of greetings offered by the 
president. 


His oil-nch nation, an uneasy 


neighbor of Soviet Russia, already 
is receiving some American as- 
sistance. Iran is one of 14 coun- 
tries sharing in the new U. S. 
$1,314.010.000 arms-aid program, 
and its 115,000 man army has 
American advisers. 


President Truman, m a dinner 


toast to the Shah, said that the 
U. S. and Iran honor their pledges, 
but that America has been dealing 
with "a great power that does not 
believe in keeping its contracts."

key to the capital city. 


Today a visit to 
the 
Naval 


Academy at Annapolis was on his 
rowded program, followed by a 
dinner tonight arranged m his 


honor by Secretary of State Ache- 
son. 


After four days in. the capital 


area he leaves for New York on 
Sunday for the start of a tour 
which will take him to the Pacific 
coast. 


The visit is the Shah's first to 


the United States. 


The Iranian monarch is reported 


hopeful of further U. S. military 
backing — and possibly a loan to 
help finance a projected long-range 
$650,000,000 program to raise the 
living standards of his people. 


American officials have forecast 


he will get a sympathetic hearing 
when the stage of serious con- 
ferences is reached during his stay.

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American Takes Finn Stand 
With Chinese Reds, and Must

Communist treatment of Ameri- 
can Consul General Ward, who is 
in a Mukden jail, with four of his 
sti;ff. removes any present possi- 
bility of considering recognition of 
the "Red Chinese government. 


This comes on the heels of re- 


peated failures by American auth- 
orities to secure news about Ward 
and 
his colleagues, who are 
ac- 


cused of beating a Chinese em- 
ploye. Even American Consul Gen- 
era! O. Edmund Clubb in Peiping 
has been rebuffed by top Commun- 
ist leaders. 


It also comes at a moment when 


the Red regime at Peiping, which 


is seeking recognition by the great 
powers, is boldly challenging the 
right of Chinese Nationalist dele- 
gates to represent the country in 
the United Nations. Thus far none 
of the members outside the Soviet 
bloc lias shown any disposition to 
oust those representatives of the 
regime which still ranks as one of 
the big five in the peace organiza- 
tion. 


Britain Concerned 


Britain has been seriously con- 


sidering- the idea of recognizing 
the Peiping government. Her eco- 
nomic interests in China are far 
greater than those of any other- 
foreign power, and she naturally is 
gravely concerned. However, one 
would expect Downing Street to 
move slowly now in view of the 
American position. In fact British 
Foreign Secretary Bevin. speaking 


in the House ot Common ycsteday 
regarding recognition, said: 


•'I am more concerned in acting 


together with the commonwealth 
and other friendly governments 
rather than taking a hurried de- 
cision on this. I think a combined 
decision in which a large number 
ti" people cooperate in this business 
is much the best." 


The case of Consul General 


Ward and his staff has produced 
much resentment throughout the 
United States. 


A firm and unemotional stand 


by the western powers may be 
expected to produce results in due 
course if for no other reason than 
that Communist China will badly 
need the assistance of the west in 
the rehabilitation of that vast 
country. 


Big Side Issue 


This imbroglio has an interest- 


ing- and important side issue. It is 
such incidents which inspire Gen- 
eralssimo Chiang Kai-Shek to con- 
tinue his fight for the survival of 
his Nationalist-government. He is, 


I feel sure, banking that the Com- 
munists cannot absorb and rule 
the country they have overrun. He 
figures that if he can hang on and 
maintain his Nationalist regime, 
he will come into his own again 
when the Reds fail. 


That is why he has turned the 


great island of Formosa, off the 
southeast coast of China, into a 
strong military base to which his 
government could retire as a last 
resort. There he could make his 
final stand, hoping for collapse of 
his enemy. 


As to the immediate future, one 


would expect that Secretary Ach- 
esoo's stand might bring helpful 
developments. The Chinese Com- 
munist regime is in no position to 
stand a protracted stalemate with 
the western powers.

It has an oversized desk— 
that's to show he's an important 
man—a swivel chair, 
two 
stiff 


chairs for visitors, and a leather- 
covered sofa. On the wall is a 
map of the United States—with 
flags stuck in it to impress his 
customers with how many sales- 
men he has across the country." 


Hutton is full of concrete sug- 


gestions to put a little umph in 
the American business office. He 
feels it should have some music, a 
hidden bar for entertaining pros- 
pects, no glaring lights, and color-

chairs arranged in a friendly seat- 
ing group. Conference tables are 
no good. Who ever felt at ease at 
a conference table." 


If the business man must have 


files in his office, Huuton said, 
they should be recessed into the 
wails. 


Hutton thinks the tired business 


man doesn't fare much better when 
he goes home to rest from his 
dingy office. 


"He comes into a living room 


'decorated' exactly in a what-do- 
they-use-these-days manner. Then 
the poor man has to sit in some 
uncomfortable 
reproduction 
of 


some ugly style that never was a 


style but just a period. 


Place To Rest 


"There is no place for him to 


lie down, because his wife won't 
let him rest on her good living 
room sofa or on the bed—the bed- 
spread might get wrinkled. 


"So the man's unhappy at his 


office, unhappy at home — and 
that's why so much business is 
done in restaurants and cocktail 
bars." 


Hutton believes Americans con- 


centrate too much on decorating 
their home to please or impress 
their friends rather than to satisfy 
their own taste. 


Clients make odd requests of 


decorators. 
Hutton hasn't lined 


any walls with fur, but he has 
done a number in solid leather. 


"Once I decorated a home for a 


wealthy man in Monte Carlo," he 
recalled.

Chicago, Nov. 17— (AP)—Gov- 


ernor Stevenson served notice laat 
night he wiil continue to ask for 
a state gasoline tax increase "un- 
til we get it, or the state gets a 
new governor." 


Stevenson said the need for re- 


storing the worn out Illinois high- 
way system is the state's "No. 1 
problem in the years immediately 
ahead" but that little can be done 
without more money. 


A bill backed by Stevenson 


boosting the gas tax from three to 
five cents was defeated in the 1949 
legislature. 


The governor told the Illinois 


Agricultural associaton's annual 
convention that the state faces a 
financial headache in 1951 "and it 
:s going to take more than aspirin 
:o cure it." 


"We must find new revenues tc 


carry on the state governmental 
functions at even their present 
evels, to say nothing of prospec- 
tive higher costs that cannot be 
administratively controlled." 


He gave no hint on what other 


;ax changes he might seek other 
than the gas tax. 


Stevenson said half of the state's 


12,000 mile hard road system needs 
to be replaced. 


"This is a major undertaking 


about which we have procrasti- 
nated too long," he declared. 


If the state had the money, he 


said, it could have awarded $94,- 
000,000 in contracts instead of 
$26,000,000 this year. 


Stevenson indorsed an IAA com- 


mittee report urging consolidation 
of the 3,600 township road dis- 
tricts into county units, subject to 
voters' approval. 


"We can no longer afford the 


waste, duplication, favoritism and 
worse which so often goes with 
our present system of rural road 
administration," he said. 


The governor said the IAA road 


program "will no doubt" be offer- 
ed to the 1951 general assembly 
for action. 


Stevenson told the convention 


that he sees "no valid reason" why 
the state fair in Springfield should 
not pay its own way. 


"We have trimmed the • state 


fair 
budget, eliminated several 


free admission days and we an? 
going to make the best state fair 
self-supporting if we possibly can."

Washington, Nov. 17—-(AP)— 


President Truman's civil rights 
proposals were pushed to the fore- 
front of administration "mvst" 
measures today behind his fight- 
ing slogan of "no retreat and no 
retirement." 


The president served notice last 


night—in his second civil rights 
speech in five days—that he is 
enlisted in a finish fight against 


"racial and religious discrimina- 
tion." 


With southern democrats up in 


arms against his call for anti- 
lynching. anti-poll tax and other 
anti-discrimination 
m e a s u r e s 


which cost him four Dixie states 
in last November's presidential 
election, Mr. Truman threw out 
this blunt challenge;
